•bcrs to ferve in Parliament, as appears by a negative Certificate from the proper 
officer hereunto annexed. 

That your Memorialifts have acquired, and have for many years pofTcfied, an in*^' 
fluence and property in faid Borough, whereby titey were enabled to nominate and 
-return, and did nominate and return the Members to ferve in Parliament for the 
faid Borough'. 

That by an Aft pafied in the laft Seffion of Parliament, intituled, “An Ad for 
““ the Union of Great Britain and Ireland,” that faid Borough of Swords has ceafed 
to return Members to ferve- in Parliament, whereby your Memorialifts are injured» 
inafmuch- as the power of nominating and returning laid Members, which, but for 
the faid Ad of Urrion, would have continued and remained in your Memorialifts, 
hath been taken from them. 

That your Memorialifirs are ready to give any further ftatement, information, or 
evidence, refpeding their intereft and influence in laid Borough, that may be required ; 
and if any fuch lliould be confidered neceffary, they hope to be permitted to exhibit 
an additional Memorial, or to make fuch proofs as may be required refpeding the 
premifes. 

Your Memorialifts are therefore ready to prove the premifes, and pray 
remedy and judgment for Compenfacion, purfuanc to the ftatucc in 
fuch cafe made and provided.

Thar as Succeflbrs to a confiderable extent of territorial property or the laid 
John Hatch in the Borough of Sword's, Memorialifts conceive chcrnfclves entitled to 
a proportion of the allowance voted by Parliament to Individuals luffering injury m 
confequence of the Union. , r i_ /• 

Thar by- the faid Borough of Swords having ceafed to return any Member to lerve 
in Parliament, yoc-r Memorialifts have fufiered, and do fulfer, confiderable in^ry and 
iols in their laid property, derived to them from the faid John Hatch, and mail tcel 
g B themlelvea 
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•themfclves thereby much aggrieved, unlefs a due proportion of the Compenfation 
•granted by Parhamenc be awarded to them, as has been to others in all other fimilar 
.cafes, for the injuries and iofies they have and do experience. 

Your Memorialifts beg leave to remind the Commiffioners, or fuch of^them^ as 
were prefent in Committee in November i8oi,of the- very rapid manner in which 
the Claims for Compenfation from die Borough of Swords were then hurried over ; 
by no rrieans intputing to the CommifTioncrs a direft intention of declining to invef- 
ti^ate the meric of thcTr claim, but deprecating earncftly its being finally overlooked, 
•from the crowd of unfounded and evidently ridiculous demands then brought forward 
at the fame time. 

That your Mcmorialids are ready to lay before the Commiffioners, documents 
incontrovertible, to prove that a lum ol at lead ^.y,6pr. i^s. 6 d. was expended by 
rhe late John Hatch, in creating and extending his intereft in the Borough of Swords, 
bv the purchafe of houfes, tenements, and lands, in and near the faid town. 

' That the fum fo expended above forty years ago, for what was deemed an ade- 
quate and a permanent confideracion (viz. a feat in the Eloufe of Commons, as one 
of the Reprefentadves of the Borough) does not now yield fo much as legal intereft 
on the principal, while as (Commiffioners well know) had the purchafer confined his 
view to mere pecuniary advantages, iinconneifted with Parliamentary I'leprefentacion, 
his principal might in the fame time have doubled, or even trebled j many of the 
houfes and tenements in Swords would not now defray the expences of ejeflments, 
and are confequendy loft to your Memorialills for ever. 

That by virtue of the Intereft thus created and eflabiilhed by the late John Hatch, 
one of your Memorialifts was at the time of the Union a fitting Member for Swords, 
with every certainty, that things of fuch nature admit, of continuing fo for life, and 
of tranfmitting to the Heirs of the fame property the fame privilege. 

That with refpeft to an allegation much infilled on, ‘‘ That whoever bribed higheft 
“would always be returned for Swords your Memorialifts have the ftrongeft 
arcfumencs to controvert fuch vague ailertion, and could- prove to the fatiifaflion of 
Commiffioners, that the proprietor of the ciofeft Borough might have been 
defeated by fuch means as Mr. Hatch was, when General Maficy was returned. 

Memorialifts have therefore every reliance on the juftice and honour of the Com- 
miffioners, that they will invelligate their aflerdons above made, and finding them 
founded in truth and fafl, that they will not in their Tingle cafe, of the many Claims 
that have come before them, grant away, for the building of a School or an Hofpital, 
fuch proportion of the allowance fo liberally made by Parliament, as Ihould recom- 
pence them for the injury they have lliftained, the property in queflion having 
undoubtedly been purchaied for the purpofe of eftablilhing a feat in Parliament, and 
its poftefibrs being now for ever deprived of that its principal advantage.

Memorial of Francis Synge, Efquire, in fiipport of his part of the joint 
Claim prefented by the Right Honourable John Beresford and him, 
for Compen ation for the injury fuftained by the disfranchilcment of the 
Borough of Swords, 

Sheweth, 

That Memorialift’s father-in-law, the late John Hatch, Elquire, expended 
fince the year 1760, very confiderable Turns of money in the purchale of different 
eftates and tenements in the faid Borough and its neighbourhood. . 

That the principal obje6l he had in making faid purchafes was to procure a power- 
ful intereft in the Borough. 

Tnat 
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Th.it he and his Reprefcntative have continued from tlut time to have between 
30 and 40 tenants icfiding on his faid eldates and tenements, having votes in f.iid 
Borough, making in rcTpeft of numbers more dian one-third of the entire Voters 
polled at any one election. 

That Memorialiit is lole Adminiftrator to faid John Hatch, and his reprefcntative 
in faid Borough, and had about the time of the Union an edate of 150 acres of 
land, and 34 houfes in faid Borough tenanted, befides his own place of refidence, and 
an extenfive demefne clofe to the town of Swords, whereby he had it in his power 
to have increafed his influence, had any likelihood of ccmpecicion rendered it 
necefiarv. 

•1 hat in the year 17695 fiid Mr. Hatch’s foie interefl: in the Borough fecured the 
two feats forhlmfdf and his friend Mr. Darner. 

Thar afterwards, in order to avoid contefted eledions, difagreeable in themfclves 
and attended with expence, he (Mr. Hatch) was induced to form an honourable 
coalition with Mr. Beresford, that each flaould be contented with half the right 
•of reprefenting faid Borough, and Ihouid fupport each other from tirenceforch with 
heart and hand, to the er^clufion of ail other interefls, at any future eleefHon. 

That by virtue of laid compadl, in the year 1783, faid John Match and Charles 
Cohbe, Efquire, were returned to reprefent faid Borough in Parliament without op- 
pofition, Mr. Beresford having propofed Mr. Cobbe to reprefent his one-half flurc 
in the Borough, according to faid agreement. 

Thar by virtue of faid compafl, Memorialifl: in right of Mr. Hatch, and Charles 
Cobbe in riglit of Mr. Beresford, were returned in the year 1797 to reprefent' faid 
Bonnigh, in oppofition to the endeavours of Colonel Talbot, Mr. Bolton, and Ge- 
neral Maflcy ; when at the clofe of the poll the numbers flood thus : — For Mr. Synge 
75; Mr. Cobbe ji-, Mr. Mafley 15; Mr. Bolton 35 Colonel Talbot having refigned 
on the huftings. 

That by virtue of faid compadt, in the year 1799, on a vacancy happening in faid 
Borough by the death of Mr. Cobbe, Colonel Beresford was returned in his ftead, 
Memorialifl having refufed his intereft to any perfon but the Candidate named by 
Mr. Beresford, and having direfled his Agent to aft accordingly. 

Your Memorialifl therefore humbly infills, that the Right Honourable 
and Honourable the CommilTioners will take the foregoing ftatement 
into their confideration, by which they will perceive that the fadls 
therein fet forth are fo notorious as to require but little proof; and 
that (when proved) they will be fufficient to eftablifli a conviftion in 
their minds, rhacMembrialift had decidedly the befl and moft perma- 
nent intereft in the faid Borough of Swords, and chat his intereft 
united with Mr. Beresford’s could not be wlchftood; that there was 
no probability of its being for the advantage of either Mr. Beresford 
or Memorialifl to diflblve their compaft, and that therefore Memo- 
I'ialift has loft by the Union a permanent feat in the Irifh Parlia- 
ment, or one-half of the faid Borough Reprefentation ; for which 
Parliament have deemed it juft to allow Compenfation. Memo- 
rialift, unwilling to trefpafs unneceflarily on the leifure of the 
Commiflioners, humbly relies on their candour to point out to him 
any circumftance in the foregoing ftatement which may feem to them 
material to have proved, and which, through inadvertence, he may 
have omitted.

That the Freemen and Corporation of the ancient Borough of Swords have 
ever uninterruptedly exercifed and enjoyed the Rights and Franchifes of fame, and 
the power of retur/iing two Members to ferve in Parliament for faid Borough. 

That faid Corporation is an open Borough, by charter bearing date at Dublin the 
eleventh day of April, in the fifth year of the reign of King James the Second (refer- 
.ence beinff had to fuch charter in the Rolls-office of His Majefty’s High Court of 
Chanceryin Ireland, may more fully. and at large appear) confifting of a Portrieve, 
Freemen, and Burgeffes} and upon the late .general ele6lion in the month of July 
Freemen were admitted, and voted fcjr one Candidate, 
being duly qualified purfuant to the fcveral Adis of Parliament tlie.n m force in this 
kin'’’dom relative to the cledlion of Members to 'ferve in Parliament, and for the 
oiher Candidate and Claimant and fevcral of his Tenants- 

voted at laid elec?tion as Freemen, and Claimant at faid eicdlion acted as Portrieve’s 
CleHv. 

That Claimant is bred to the profefa'on of an Attorney ; and about the year 1786, 
beino- then admitted an Attorney, and a very young man, conceiving the Borough of 
'Swords -a likely place for him to have an intereft, and .place of refideiice as an Attorney 
'to cftablilh Claimant in his profcHion and promote his intercll, from the frequent con- 
.tefted eledlions for Members to ferve in Parliament, did, by deed bearing dace the 
day of 1786, for the confidei-ation of;^. i,coo, and 

ocher confiderations therein mentioned, purchafe the reverfion of three feparate pro- 
portions in and adjoining faid town of Swords, and all w'lchin the faid Borough j the 
firft freehold being a leafe for three lives, renewable at the fall of each life, of fcveral 
dwellin^-houles, garden.s, and tenements in the town of Swords, with ten acres of 
oround adjoining faid tenements, at the yearly rent of,f . 5. 1 8.3 the fecond tenement 
confifting of three dwelling houfes and about two acres of ground acljoining thereto, 
a fee-farm, which pays no chief rent and the third confifting of 10 acres of ground, 
for three lives, which pays a chief rent of ^^.4 yearly j which Claimant has been in 
full pofteffion of faid properties for many years paft. 

That by an Aft of Parliament made -in this kingdom in the year 179 for the regu- 
lation of open Boroughs, it was thereby eiiadted, That every Ek-dlor who fhould.be 
entitled to vote for Members to ferve in Parliament for faid Borough fhould be a 
Rcfidem regiftcred in faid Borough at leaft for one year previous to any eledlion, and 
-.that his dwelling.ho.ufc fnould be worth the yearly fum of ^^..5. to -entitle fuch Elector 
to vote at faid election. In confequence of which, Claimant laid out and expended 
upwards of 50® on his faid property in the town of Swords, erecting new houfes 
and fitting up other houfes for tenants, in order to entitle them to vote and become 
•Freemen of the faid Borough purfuant to faid Act of Parliament, and actually had 
•tenFrcenxn and Elcdlors, tenants within faid Borough, entitled to vote -at faid general 

eleftion.

election, and now has more than -that number, all of whom are tenants at will, and 
have no tenure of their faid dwellings; and in confequence of the faid Borough 
•being fodisfranchifed, faid tenements will become unrenanted and ufekfs to Claimant, 
which before brought Claimant a confiderable annual rent, and Claimant acquired a 
confiderable intcreit and confequence in faid Borough. 

That Claimant is under no influence, or in any refpeft conneded with the perfonal 
intereft of any perfon or perfons whatever, but freely, without controuf he and his 
Tenantry have exerdfed the faid rights and franchifes, nor has any perfon or perfons 
any right, authority, or power, hereditary or acquired, diredly or indiredly, to influ- 
ence or controul the free agency of faid Borough or its Corporation, or Claimant or 
his Tenantry, but lame has been open and frequently contelled, by which means the 
lands, houfes, and tenements within faid Borough became very valuable, and let at a 
high yearly value, fo much fo that Claimaint did get double the yearly rent for his 
faid lands before the dlsfranchifing of faid Borough which he' could novv get for the 
fame, and faid tenements will become wafte and untenanted, and of no value to 
Clairrsant. 

That Claimant alfo intended to ereeft other tenements on faid lands, and laid out 
and expended about £. ico. fitting up a lodge or tenement for himfelf in faid town 
of Swords, which will now become ufelefs to Claimant; and Claimant was offered at 
lad general elcflion by one of the Candidates a fum of four hundred guineas to 
become his Law Agent and Friend on faid eledtion, which Claimant refufed. 

1 hat the value of Claimant’s property and intereft within faid Borough is very much 
jeflened in confequence of laid Borough being disfranchifed as aforefaid, fo much fo 
that Claimant adtually will fuftain an annual lofs of loo and upwards, which 
Claimant humbly hopes to be able in the moft clear and facisfaiftoiy manner to prove 
before your Honours. 

Claimant therefore humbly fubmits, that he conceives that by the letter 
and fpirit of faid A( 5 t of Parliament, Claimant, as one of the Corpo- 
ration and Burgefles of faid Borough, Is entitled to Compenfation, as 
well for the lofs of the rights and tranchifes as the adlual lofs he has 
fuftained in his property within faid Borough, the more fo as feats in 
Parliament were never fold or difpofed of within faid Borough for any 
pecuniary compenfation. 

Claimant alfo humbly fubmits the feveral premifes to the Right Honour- 
able and Honourable the Commiffioncrs aforelaid, and is now ready to 
produce evidence to fupport his claim, and the feveral matters and 
things aforefaid ; and Claimant's place of refidcnce is at N* 30, 
Beresford-fttreet, where he may receive the orders, notices, and 
direclions of vour Honours in this behalf.

I'hat the town ofSword?, in the County of Dublin, is an ancient Borough, and the 
Inhabitants thereof have for time immemorial, in right of their inhabitanry within the 
faid Borough, uninterruptedly exerciled and enjoyed the rights, franchifes, and powers 
of returning two Members to ferve in the Parliament of Ireland for faid Borough. 

That it appears by the Records of the Roirs-ofl-icc of His Majefty's High Court 
of Chancery in Ireland, chat by Letters Patent paifed under the Great Seal of faid 
Kingdom, beariiig dace at Dublin on or about the eleventh day of April, in the fifth 
year of the reign of his late Majcfty King James the Second, the faid town of Swords 
was declared and confirmed a Borough, with the right and privilege referved to the 
Inhabit-ints thereof to return two Members to ferve in the Parliament of Ireland, and 
which right they have uniformly cxercifed. 

That your Memurialifi’s father, Redmond Kane, Efquire, deceafed, did, previous 
to the year one thoufand leven hundred and lixcy-fix, purchafe. feveral leafes of houles 
and land.s in Lid Borough, in order to obtain a confiderable influence therein, and 
for the like purpofe did not only expend one thoufand pounds and upwards in building 
a Manfion-houfe and offices therein, in which he refided until his death in the year one 
thoufand feven hundred and feventy-cighr, but alfo a large fum in building feveral 
fmaii houfes therein for the purpofe of letting fame, and increafing his interefl: in faid 
Borotigh. 

That part of the premifes fo purchafed by faid Kane was held by him, and now is 
held by your MemoriaUft; (his only child) under the See of Dublin, under three 
feveral leafes, two of them for three lives each, all in being, and another for a term 
of twenty-one years, from the twenty-fifth day of March one thoufand feven hundred 
and ninetyrnine ; and another part of faid premifes was and is held under the Repre- 
fentatives of the Honourable Edward Molefworth for a term of forty-one years, with 
a covenant for perpetual renewal at a pepper-corn fine. 

That the yearly rent payable by your Memorialifl: out of the premifes demifed by 
faid four feveral leafes, amount to the fum of thirty-fix pounds eighteen fliilHngs, 
and the number of acres contained in the faid premifes fo demifed, amount to eighty 
acres and upwards. 

That your MemoriaUft is in the enjoyment of the faid premiles under the will of 
her faid P'ather. 

That on faid premifes there are forty-five houfes with gardens, befides feveral 
fmall jilots of ground, lardy eligible for building on, fituate within faid Borougli, all 
of which are in the adlual occupancy and pofl’clTion of Memorlalifl’s tenants, Ibme 
under fhort leafes for years, and others under tenancy at will, cwenty-fix of whom, 
under the late laws in cxiftence in thi.s Country relative to elections for Members to 
ferve in Parliament for Borouglis and Corporations, were duly qualified to vote on 
fuch eledcions, all or moft of whom were much in the interefl: of your MemoriaUft, 
and inclined to promote the intcreft of the Candidate or Candidates for reprefentation 
of the faid Borough that ffie fupported, which gave her a confiderable influence in Lid 
Borough. 

That the grofs yearly rents of faid premifes, payable by the fiindry Tenants thereof 
to your MemoriaUft, amount to a fum of two hundred and fixty-fix pounds 
and upwards, which would have encrcafed confiderably on the termination of their 
leafes under your MemoriaUft, if the faid Borough had not ceafed to fend Members 
to Parliament.

Fruits payable out of Ecclcfiaffical Benefices in Ireland, to be laid out and invefted 
by them in the public flocks or funds, the annual intereff or proceeds thereof to be 
applied by the faid Truficesand Commiffioners to and for the fame ufes and purpofes 
as the Firfl Fruits, payable out of theEccIefiaftical Benefices in Ireland, are applicable 
by law, and in fuch manner as lliaU tend moft cffedlually to promote the conftant 
refidence of the Clergy. Dated this twenty-lecond day of January, in the forty-fecond 
year of the reign of His moft Gracious Majefty King George the Third, and in the 
year of our Lord One thoufand eight liundred and two.

To the CommifTioners appointed by Aft of Parliament to afcertain the Rights 
and Privileges of Corporations and Boroughs, who, under the faid Aft, claim 
Compenfation for the Lofs of Reprefentatives in Parliament. 

The Memorial of the Right Reverend Eufeby Lord Bilhop of Leighlin 
and Ferns. 

Humbly Sheweth, 

THAT the Borough of Old Leighlin, in the County of Carlow, is an ancient 
Borough by prefcription, and has time immemorial fent two Reprelentatives to 
Parliament. 

Whereas it will appear to the CommifTioners from an examination of the Corpora- 
tion-books, that the Borough of Old Leighlin confifts of a Portrieve and twelve 
Burgeffes : 

And whereas the faid Portrieve and twelve Burgeffes have been, by cuftom and 
immemorial ufage, admitted into their refpeftive offices, upon the foie nomination and 
appointment of the Lord Bifhop of Leighlin for the time being, under his hand and 
feal: 

And whereas it has been ufual and cuftomary for the Lord Bidiop of Leighlin and 
Ferns to nominate and appoint chiefly the beneficed Clergy of the united diocefes of 
Leighlin and Ferns, as Burgeffes of the faid Corporation, which gave the faid diocefes 
an intereft in the rights and advantages of the fame : 

And whereas there are feventy-four Unions in the faid united diocefes, and but ei^^ht 
glebe-houfes with the fame : 

And whereas there are many glebes in the faid diocefe fit and convenient to be 
built upon, and made proper refidences for the Minifters of the fame : 

And whereas there are now twelve Incumbents within the faid diocefes under an 
honourable obligation to build houfes on the fame, fit and convenient for themfelves 
and fucceffors, but find it difficult to raife money for the faid purpofe on the lecurity 
of the certificate hereafter to be granted to them, by reafon that the terms of repay- 
ment are uncertain, and therefore have not yet been able to undertake the faid buildings, 
to the great inconvenience of thcmfelves and parifhioncrs : 

Your Memorialift fubmits it to the confideration of the Commiffioners, whether the 
compenfation to be granted to the Borough of Old Leighlin, and thofe concerned in 
its rights, might not be fairly and properly applied according to toe meaning of the 
Ad paffed in the lafl Seffion of Parliament, relative to the Compenfation of Borough.s, 
CO the affiftance and relief of the incumbents in the faid diocefe, now engaged or 
hereafter to be engaged in the heavy expence of building ecdefialrical refidences. 

YourMemorialift would propofc,thac for the carrying this beneficial plan into effed, 
that the faid compenfation fhould be paid into the hands of the Bilhop of the faid 
united diocefes for the time being, who fiiould be enabled at his dilcrction, as ioon as 
any certificate was granted withiii his diocefes for buildings and improvements on 
church lands, to grant from the faid fund to the Builder and Improver a loan of a 
lum not exceeding one half of the lum fb certified, the faid loan to be free of incerelT;. 

And that on the acceptance of the faid loan, ci;e Incumbent flrould .give the fullefi: 
fecurity (fuchas the Commiffioners may point out) to the laid Bilhop, that when the 
monies fpecified in fuch certificate fhould become due to the faid Builder and Improver, 
or to liis Executors, &c. that the Bifliop fhould be emitled to receive the firft monie.s 
payable by the laid Succeffor, his Executors, &c. on account of laid certificate, and 
to fue for and recover the fame to the full amount of the laid loan, in the fame 
manner as the laws now in being entitle a Builder and Improver, &c. to fue and 
recover from his Succeffor or Executors, &c. 

S9. I That 
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That the Bifliop of the faid united diocefes fhould lodge the balance in his hands 
in the National Bank, and fliould once every year have his accounts audited by the 
Board of Fird Fruits, and produce a voucher from the National Bank of the Balance 

remaining due there in his name. 

The reafon why your Memorialift would confine the loan to half the fum fpecified 
in the certificate is, that the Succefibrs, by the remaining fum, may be fecurcd from the 
dilapidations of his Prcdeceffor, and moreover that the benefit may extend to more 
objeds. .... 

Your Memorialift further propofes, that if the BiHiop ftiould at any tjme, in his 
dilcretion, withhold the faid loan from any Builder or Improver^ on church lands 
within the faid diocefe, who had obtained a certificate for his buildings and improve- 
ments, that the faid Builder and Improver fhould have liberty to appeal to the Board 
of Firft Fruits, who fhould finally determine between them. 

Your Memorialift begs leave further to fuggeft, that if the faid loan were extended 
to thofe Incumbents, who within the faid diocefes have already obtained certificates 
for their buildings and improvements on church hands, that he believes the fum of 
compenfation would be equal to the fame, without interfering in any degree with the 
greater and more important objeas already dated, as it would extend to three only 
in number, each of whofe expences have much exceeded the retribution they will 
receive from their Succeflbrs ; but as your Memorialift himfelf would derive benefit 
from the faid extenfion, he no further prefumes to urge the fame than as the Commif- 
fioners may feel his perfona! intcrefts to be affeaed by the annihilation of the repre- 
fentation of the Borough of Old Leighlin. 

Your Memorialift begs leave further to ftate, that as in the courfe of time many 
o-lebe-houfes may be built by the afliftance propofed, and the calls upon the faid fund 
proportionablv diminiflicd, that it might be expedient to allow the Bifhop for the 
time being, with the approbation of the Board of Firft Fruits, from the faid fund, to 
build a Regiftrar’s houfc and office in each of his diocefes of Leighlin and Ferns, to 
preferve tlm wills and other documents belonging thereunto, for vtant of which moft 
of the diocefes of this kingdom, as far as their public documents are concerned, are in 
a deplorable condition. . . , , j c , -om 

And whereas it may happen that larger fi.ims may lie in the hands of the Bilhop 
for the time being than may foon be appropriated, your Memorialift propofes that 
the Bifliop for the time being may, with the approbation of the Board of Firft Fruits, 
lay out the fame on public fecurity, bearing intereft. 

Your Memorialift would further propofe, that when every glebe fit and convenient 
for building a glebe-houfe, fhall be provided with a proper rcfidcnce for the Miniftcr, 
and the Regiftries in each diocefe fhall be ereaed, that the fum remaining be vefted in 
public fccurities, and the Intereft arifing therefrom annually appropriated to the 
maintenance of widows or orphan children of the beneficed Clergy within the faid 
diocefes, the fame to be diftributed by the Bifliop of the faid- united diocefes, and the 
Deans of Leighlin and Ferns for the time being; provided, that in all cafes where 
glebes fhall afterwards be obtained and houfes built, the aforemendoned loan fhall be 
made from the principal fum. , . , e ■ i 

Your Memorialift further ftates, that the panfh church of Maryborough, m the 
diocefe of Leighlin, has lieceffarily been taken down in order to be rebuilt^ that me 
buildinvis begun upon an eftimate of Cxteen hundred pounds ; that the aid already 
received is infufficient-for the purpofe; and that the work will not be delayed only, 
but the expcnce be a very heavy burden on the Pariflioners, unlefs further affifted. 

Your Memorialift further ftates, that the cathedral Church of Ferns, now become 
parochial, is much too fmall for the congregation which fhould attend it; that the 
diaptcr have no ceconomy funds, and that there is no profpect of its enlargement 

unlcTs other alfiftance be obtained. ^ „ , . c , r- -r 

Your Memorialift would therefore fubmit it to the confideratioii of the Commil- 
fioners, whether they may think it expedient to appropriate five hundred pounds to 
each of thefe churches, to be applied in fuch manner as the BiQiop of the diocefe tor 
the time being ftiall diredt.

The Memorial of the Right Reverend Hugh Lord Bilhop of Oflbry, 

' THAT the Borough of Saint Canice otherwife Irilhtown, in the County of the 
City of Kilkenny, is an ancient Borough by prefcription, the charter whereof is not 
to be found, as appears by the certificate from the Rolls-ofiice fent herewith. 

That on the Petition of John then Lord Bilhop of Offory, dating, that all re- 
cords, charters, and other authentic documents concerning the^ Bifhopric of Offory 
had been embezzled and loll in the troubles which took place in Ireland during the 
ufurpation of Oliver Cromwell, his lace Majefty King Charles the Second granted 
Letters Patent, bearing date the ay th of April in the 2gth year of his reign, unto the 
faid John Lord Bilhop of Offory, for the purpofe of confirming unto him and his 
Succeffors all the property, rights, and privileges, which before that time had belonged 
to the faid Bilhopric. j,- o m 

Thac the faid patent confirms unto the fatd Bifliop of Offory and his Succeffors 
(amono- other things) the lordllrip and manor of Newcourt, otherwife Inlhtowne, 
m the County of the City of Kilkenny, with all the Rights and Privileges thereunto 

Th^t the faid patent, after reciting that the faid Borough of Irilhtowne was holden 
of the Bilhop of Offory as of his manor of Newcourt, in free burgage, by the yearly 
rentof/.a. i6. lof. Irilh, and fuite of court and other fervices therein fet forth; 
that it confined of a Portrieve, Burgeffes, and Commons, and had enjoyed all the 
feveral Rights, Liberties, and Privileges of a Corporation therein fet forth ; and 
that Sir William Flower, Knight, and Oliver Whee.er, Efqmre, were eledcd Bur- 
oeffes of the faid Corporation, and did accordingly ferve as Members thereof in the 
Parliament held at Chicheftcr Houfe, Dublin, in the 13th year of the reign of King 
Charles the Second, grants, ratifies, and confirms unto the Bifliop of Offory and his Suc- 
ceffors, and to the faid Portrieve, Burgeffes, and Commons, and their Succeffors, all 
their iibcriies, rights, pivileges, franchifes, and cuftoms, in as fu,l and ample a man- 
ner as they might exercife or enjoy the fame by virtue of any former Letters Patent or 
AflofFarliarnent. or any prefcription, cuftom, right, or utle whatloever. Il'ich 
will more fully appear by the faid letters patent under the Great Seal of Ireland in the 
poffcffion of your Memorialift, and ready to be produced (if required) ; vs'hich lettei s 
patent were duly enrolled in the Court of Chancery in tLs kingdom on the 
of Oftober in tlic faid twenty-ninth year of the reign of King Claries the Second, an 
attefted copy whereof is herewith laid before you. 

That the faid Borough of Irilhtown has continued to return two Membeis to Par- 
liament from the Refloration down to the prefent time.^ - 

That vour Memorialift lays before you two Corporation-books, the firll book con- 
tains the' ads and proceedings of the Corporation from the 6th of May 1661 (long 
previous to the date of faid patent) to the 13th of January 1718, book 

from the i6th of January 1718 to June 1799. to whicn your Memorialift begs leave 

” TfS the Corporation-book, containing the proceedings from the faid month of June 
1709 to the prefent time, cannot conveniently be fubmitted to your confiocration till 
alter^S elevauh day of beftober next, on which day it will be neceffary m record in 
it the fwearing of the Portrieve for the enfuing year, after which your Memorialift 

will lav it alfo before you, if you think fit to require ir. _ t> tr 

Thit the Corporation of the faid Borough confifts of a Portrieve, Burgeffes, and 
Commons, or Freemen, as they are more ufuallv called, 
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That 'the Bilhop of Offory has always been confidered as the Patron and Founder of 
the faid Borough, and as fuch has from time immemorial excrcii'cd very peculiar 
powers over the fame j the Corporation, in their refolutions and addrefles, have flylcd 
themfelves, “ His ancient Corporation,” and him their Patron,” particularlv in an 
addrefs prefcnted by them to Bilhop Vefey in the year 1718, in which they thank him 
for his paternal care of them in defending the Rights of the Borough, “ which,” they 
fay, “ was procured and founded by your pious predeceflbrs Bilbops of OlTory, con- 
“ firmed at their inftance by royal fandtions, and tranfmitted down to us through a 

craft of fo many ages by the fame religious hands,” &c. &c. See 2d Corporation- 
book, pa. 3I, and the original addrefs fent herewith. 

That the cuftom and ufage for appointing and fwearing a Portrieve for the Cid 
Borough has been from time immemorial as follows: The majority of the Board of 
Burgefles, aflembled on every 21ft day of September, nominate three or more Burgeilcs 
as Candidates to the Body of the Corporation, for their prefencment of two of diem 
to the Bidiop of Oflbry for his approbation of one to lerve as Portrieve for the cn- 
fuing year (fee 2d Corporation-book, p. 1 10. 1 ; and on Saint Canice’s day, the nth 
of October following, the Candidate approved of by the Bifhop is fworn into oifice 
before him. In the abfence of the Bilhop the Candidates are prefcnted to the Head 
Senefchal of the Bifliop, or to fome ocher perfon fpccially appointed by the Bilhop 
for that purpole, who approves of and fwears in one of the Candidates. This ap- 
pears from the uninterrupted entries in the Corporation-books, in which the Bilhop 
(or his Senefchal, or other pcrlbn fpccially appointed ) has regularly ngned his appro- 
bation of one of the Candidates at every election of a Portrieve, from the year 166 1 
down to the prefent day. 

That in the iff Corporation book, page t6 , it appears on the 26th of April 1666 , 
Griffith Lord Bilhop of Oflbry did make eledion of Mr. George Oliver to ferve as 
Portrieve inftead of the late deceafed William Davies, for the retraining part of that 
year, to take his oath according to the ufual manner, without any eledion by the Bur- 
gefles and Freemen. 

That in the fame book, page 61, is the following entry : “ I William Connell, 
^ Gentleman, Head Senefchal of the Loid BiQiop of OlTory, for feveral caufes and 
“ confideracions me thereunto moving, do continue the eleftion of the Portrieve for 

the .next enfuing year until this d.iy fe’ennight. Given under my hand the 2 ill of 
“ September 16763” and on the fecond of Odober following the faid William Connell 
eleifled Kichard Connell to be Portrieve. 

'I hat in the fame book, page c68, is the following entry : Sepd 21ft, 171 1. 

This day, in confidcration of the Lord Bilhop of Oflbry’s abfence in England, 
** whofe landing is daily expedled, in hopes to hear from him in a poll or two, the 
“ Court adjourned the election to this day fe’ennight.” 

That by immemorial cuftom, part of the oath of office taken by the Portrieve is 
to be true to the intereft of the Bilhop of Oflbry. 

That for a long leries of years paft, all cledtions of Members of Parliament have 
•been held in the Biffiop’s palace yard, and all ocher alTemblies of the Corporation in 
Bis hail. 

That the Board of BurgelTcs confill of 23, including the Portrieve, as appears by 
the annexed lift of their names. 

That the BurgelTcs have always been elefted at the recommendation of the Biffiop 
of Oflbry, and friendly to his intereft 5 and that fuch of them as he wiflied have from 
time CO time rcfignc-d their places to make room for fuch of his friends as he wilhed 
Co introduce into the Board. 

That on the 28 th of November 1700 a bye-law was made, by which it was enafted, 
That all perfons chofen BurgelTes fliould have their eledlions confirmed by the Bifliop 
of Oflbry within two months, otherwile the faid election to be null and void. See 
the lit book, page 179, and the approbations of the cleftions of all BurgdTes, regu- 
larly flgned by the Biffiop (or his Senefchal in his abfence) in the Corporation-books, 
from that time for above 30 years, though that praftice has been fince difconcinucd. 

T’hac all Freemen are elected by the majority of the Board of Burgefles, when the 
Portrieve and iiBurgeftes at leaft are prefent; and perfons lo elcded, when they 
have taken the ufual oaths, are entitled to vote for'Members of Parliamenti the Bur- 
gefles and thefc Freemen are the only Electors. 

89, K That 
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That no qiialification with regard to property, refidence,- or fervice within the 
Boronjh, required in a Freeman, nor was any perlbn ever known to claim or enjoy 
the. privilege of voting, or any other privileges of a Freeman, in right of any property, 
refidence, or fervice within the faid Borough j on -the contrary, hardly one Inhabitant 
of the Borough is at prefent a Freeman. 

That the conftant -prad^ice Iras -been for the.Billiop of Oflbry, from time to time, 
to recommend to the Burgefies as many of his friends as he thought proper, and they 
have conftantly been admitted as Freemen j this circumftance has always fecured the 
Bifhop’s influence among the Freemen. 

That the great irregularity with which many of the entries of admitting and 
fwearing Freemen have been made, and the uncertainty of how many of thofe who have 
been elected arc (HU alive, and how many have taken the necclTary oaths, render it 
impofTible to afeertain exaftly how many Eleftors might claim a right to vote 
in cafe of a contefted eledUon .: but the influence of the Bifhop of OfTory has always 
been fo powerful, that all Members of Parliament, as well as the Portrieve, Burerefles, 
and Freemen, have been uniformly eledled at his recommendation, without one 
inftance to the contrary. 

That the circumftances above-mentioned have given the Bifliops of Ollory fuch 
additional conf-quence, and obtained for tiicrn fo much attention from Government, 
that the Bilhops of that fee (with the exception of only two Bifhops, who livrd a very 
fhort time after their appointment) for above .a century paft, have all been tranflaced 
to much more eligible Biflioprics. 

That by the Union, your Memoriallft is deprived of that influence and confe- 
qtience which his Predeceflbrs have always enjoyed, and from which they derived 
great advantage, and- confidcrs himfelf.as the only perfon who has fuftained any lols, 
or can claim, by the terms of the late A£t of Parliament, any allowance in refpedfe 
to the faid Borough of Saint Canice otherwnfe Irilhtown, on account of its ceafmg 
to return any Member to Parliament, after the Union between Great Britain and 
Ireland. 

Your Memoriallft therefore Tubmits to your confideration, his Claim for 
fuch allowance as he is entitled to under, the late A(ft of Parliament.

promote the conftant rcfidence of the Clergy.
